• appear on television to make a public statement at the same time thatjvlai^tiu.. Luther 
King^id subsequent to their meeting in Mr. Hoover's Office. Miss OttGnberg handled 
'the situation extremely well explaining the entire background concerning the 
controversy between King and the Director and the reason the Director called King 
I a liar. She stated that everything was patched up between them during their meeting

It is felt Miss Ottenberg did an excellent job in explaining the Bureau's 

jurisdiction, and she came to our defense in the few instances Where telephone calls 
were received which indicated that the caller was not certain as to limitations of our 
responsibilities in the civil rights field. Her remarks throughout the program were 
entirely favorable ai\d laudatory toward the FBI and Mr. Hoover.

I couid not help but write you this morning to tell you 
how .my heart overflows with unspeakable joy from our 
service last night.

Hebrews were put in the fiery furnace— surely an extreme 
"police brutality" from your viev/point— because they 
would not obey an order to bow down and worship an idol. 
No .<^tate through its legislative power or a court throur;''. 
its injuctivc dcci-ee has directed you to bow down ami 
wor.ship an idol. It is an entirely different situation when a 
man goes out, as you have done, and violates local ordi- 
nances because youconsiderthem to be unjust. Here you set 
your personal judgment above that of ihu community and tho 
Slate. In the insta.^ces in the Holy Scriptures to which you 
refer, the state put itself aboVe Cod in the conscience of the 
individual, and there was nothing left but for the individual, 
as required by God, to obey Him rather than the sinful de- 
cree of the state. The tv^o are not parallel. 

Tii9 Bible Recognizes the State 

NJoreover, the Scripture is ver>' preci.«e in its com- 
mandments to Christians to obey the powers that be, and 
if laws are to be changed itmi'stbe done in an orderly and 
lawful manner before God- Thus our Saviour said, "ilender 
therefore unto Casesar the things which are Caesar's; and 
unto God the things that are God's" (Mattliew 22:21). The 
entire area in which you have been encouraging civil 
disobedience is 2n area that the Bible clearly recognizes 
as belonging to Caesar. 

The Apostle Peter said, "Submit yourselves to every 
o rclir.r.ricc of man fcr the Lxjrd'b Saku:'v>.iictiier it be «.u UjC-"* 
king, as supreme; or unto governors, as unto them that 
are sent by hiiti for tiie punishment of evildoers, and for 
the praise of them that do well" (1 Pet. 2:13, 14). And so 
Peter emphasized, *Let none of you suffer as a murderer, 
or as a thief, or as an evildoer, or as a busybody in other 
meti's matters" (IPeter 4:15), Your whole approach in 
defying laws and ordinances that you believe to be unjust, 
the inspiring of civil disobedience, is contrary to the obli- 
gation that God has laid upon you in the Holy Scriptures. 
You are not the law. You are not the maker oi die law. You 
have indeed become a law unto yourself, and this is the 
jpirii of revolution and violence that the Bible enjoins the 
Christian to be against. 

You say specifically; 

'There are just laws and there are unjust laws. I wo'. id 
be the first to advocate obeying just laws. One has not only 
a legal but moral responsibility to obey just laws. Con- 
versely, one has a moral responsibility to disobey unjust 
laws. I would- agree with Saint Augustine tliat 'an unjust 
law Is no law at all.' { 

"Now what is the difference between the two? How does ■ 
one determine when a law is just or unjust? A just law is a ; 
man-made code that squares with the moral law or^the law ; 
of God. An unjust law is a code that is out of harmony with 
the moral law.* 

May I say, Dr. King, if you are going to violate, all sucf 
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Dan Allen was a very special blessing to all our kids 
(Me, too). His challenge on patriotism and love for 
Country really hit its mark I 

Thank you, in Jesus' name, from me, personally. What 
great fulness of joy I have experienced. Surely, our Lovely 
Lord "fillelh all in all.'

Tne purpose ot this letter, therefore, is locio just that, 
and 1 trust that you will accept it in the Christian spirit in 
which I write. It is from the standpoint of the doctrines of 
the historic Christian faith that I make this analysis of 
your position and my appeal to you. 

Oyr Country is in trouble. The racial conflict, I beheve, 
has broadened, intensified, and could bring bloodshed. 

It did seem rather peculiar to mo that you should be 
honored with an award for "peace" In your letter from 
the Rirmingham jail on April 16, 1963, you actually de- 
fend yourself as being among the "disturbers of the peace." 
You argue, "Wherever the earJy Christians entered nwwn 
the power structi-ire got iiisturbeu and irnniecjiatoly sought 
to convict them of being 'disturbers of peace,' " and you 
liken youjscll to one of ihcm who "bad to obey God rather 
than man." You credit them with bringing an end to -such 
ancient ills as infanticide and gladitorial contests- But this 
was not accomplished, Dr. King, by 'noviolent direct, 
action" such as you are promoting throughout tlie United 
States of America. In your letter you liken yourself to 
Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego, who defied the unjust 
laws of Nebuchadnezzar. 

Jt is ju.st here, J beheve, that you have tragically con- 
fused the position of the Word of' Cod- The disciples said 
they "ought to obey God rather than men" when they defied 
a council's decree forbidding them to teach or to preach in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ! N'oone has ever denied 
you this privilege In the United States, and the three

"What set Jesus a- 
part, he believes, was 
Jesus' unique good- 
ness. 'I don't think any- 
one else "can be Jesus. _ 
He was one with God in 
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the iweiitieth century. The Gospel oi Christ involves per- 
sonal regeneration, the new birth, salvation from sin. You 
do not even talk in these-terms. iln fact.your gospel of 
freedom, as you call it, is something that you yourself have 
devised in the twentieth century, and it is not related, as I 
see it, in any way to the Gospel of the precious blood of the 
Lamb whicii cleanses from sin. You have forsaken the true 
G' spel In order to creat««<you'- new gospel. Some preacher 
needs to tell you this. Dr. King. 

Moreover, your gospel has no lisht and no power. It is 
only the Gospel of Christ that deals with sin and that has in 
it the power of God, that has in it light and the grace of God 
to give to men hearts that v, ill love. 

We have all the iitierty needed to advance the Negroes 
in this country under our present Constitution, without 

deral lejiislatlon. Moreover, how do you think thatyou are 
^njjii;^ to win the respect and the tribute of your white 
nc tor when you seek to use the policeman's club and the 
Attuincy General's injunctions aa,ainst him if he does not act 
in the prescribed way? No human bping likes this kind of 
control and regimentation. With such control and regimen- 
tation of the nation you are notgoiay to obtain what you de- 
sire. It will create nioie bitterness, more strife, more 
misunderstanding, and you are Igiinching the nation upon a 
course that'cannot bring peace .iud unliy. In fact, it will 
only encourage deeper lines of segregation. 

Why can you not take an tT.tirely different approacn? Wh> 
do you not appeal to the Negro and the white man to love 
each other on the basis of tiieG0F;iel and ttie Word of God? 
Why do you not appeal to those of your race to become 
diligent in seeking to improve themselves? The Bible is 
full of all manner of admonitions that we all must heed in 
developing that Christian character which is a praise to 
God.

Sin snd Segregation 

Now let us take up the qjestion of segregation, which is 
supposed to be the sin, the major sin; in fact, almost the 
only sin. Everything generates from it, according to your 
thesis 1 1 ask. Is [segregation sin per se? I do think it can 
produce sin and in certain circumstances unrjuestionably it 
has become sin, but where in the Bible can you find segre- 
gation among the 'prohibitions of the Ten Commandments? 
In fact, as I read ilie Bible, 1 see that Cod commanded the 
Jewish nation to he segregated. He condemned them when 
they integz'ated with the nations around about them. In fact, 
the whole history.of God's dealing with thclsraelites in the 
Old Testament .represents tlie struggle to keep >hem 
separate. They viere not even to integrate the ox and the 
ass- God forbade*that they be yoked up to do their plowing. 
The Children of Israel maintained their segregated stand 
for 400 years in hi^ypt. They were peculiar not only in that 
they had God as their Lord but that they drew the strictest 
lines of segregatitjn for [hemselves andtheirchildren. When 
we turn to the New 'testament we find this same emphasis 
carried over into the Christian church. The Apostle Paul 
refused to permit an integrated church in Corinth— an 
integration with tiic temple of Zeus or Apollo. Faith was 
not integrated with idolatry! He called for the strictest kind 
of puriiy in relationship to the church and the faith that he 
had delivered unto the saints. You read the New Testament 
in vain for any commands for integration. And juGt as I 
think you have gone astray on the whole question of brother- 
hnold, I think that you have sought to impose upon holy 
Scriptu2cs an entire world that does not exist. If Negroes 
want to live with Negroes and have Negrochurches and sing 
their Negro spiritiials and encourage their Negro children to 
date and marry other Negroes, is this to be the grpat sin of 
the century? The only point I am making here is that your 
position is most extreme as you seek to defend it; it is just 
simply un-Biblical, and you have gone beyond the Scriptures 
to build your federal castle of power. 

I fiave l)een stiuj-:gling and struggling with tlic situation 
that you have created when you maintain thai tliis wlu/le 
struggle of integration and anti -segregation is a moral 
issue. What command is being violated? Brutherhood, you 
say. Bus you are wjTmg on brotherhood. It seems you have 
to do a great deal of rationalizing and stretching of point.i 
to come up with tlie thesis that a Christian church is living 
in sin if.it tioes not have a Negro in its membership.

You are not reach- 
ing the white man with love. You are trying to reach him by 
federal legislatioa.

1 nis brings me ti.to another area of your thinking which 
I believe is so terribly wrong. I do not believe you under- 
stand what brotherhood is as it is defined in the Bible, and 
'as it was presented by .Jesus Christ. Weare told explicitly 
that 'He came ur.co iiih own, and his own received him not, 
but as many as receivtd him, to ihem gave he power to be- 
come the sons of God" (John 1:11, 12a), The Lord Jesus 
Christ indicated that these sons were notfaomof the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but they were born of God. You 
completely destroy the cystinction between the saved and the 
lost, and you claim iliat all men are brothers regardlesf of 
their beliefs. On tJiis point you do not follow Jesus CUrist 
and you depart radically from the teaching of all the ^eat 
historic Christian creeds. 

Dr. King, I wonder as I study yourposition if you I'eally 
•know the power of God and the miracle of the new birth?

I have written you, of course, at some length. You ' 
apologized also for writing such a long letter from prison. ^ 
My appeal to you \R to le^urn again to the Bible, read ir, let , 
it have free course, let it be multiplied in the land. You '■ 
would not have even the question of police brutality if you 
followed the Word of God. Dr. King, modern liberalism is 
powerless. It confesses this when it turns to the State for ^ 
its power and its remedy. I believe that it takes the Gospel ' 
to keep the State free and to keep it from becoming our lore', 
and master. Indeed the Bible is correct: 

"The Lord is my shepherd; I shall notwant- He maketn 
me to lie duwn in green pastures; he leadeth me beside the 
still water.-. He restoreth my soul; he ieadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness for his name's sake. Yea, though I 
walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil; for thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff they comfort 
mc. 1 hou preparest a table before me in the presence of 
mine enemies; thou anoincestmy head with oil; my cup run- 
neth over. Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me a!i 
the da\'s of niy life; and I will dwell in the house of the Lor d 
for ever '■ , (i^sa. 23). 

ihe dark c louds of racial prejudice, which you say you 
are seeking to remove, you are actu.iUy making d;i rker, 
and the sturm is more threatening in the approach you are 
making and by the priciptes you have sought topromdic. 

Then, 
as you say, "in some not too distant tomorrow the radiant 
stars of love and brotherhood will shine over our great 
nation with all their scintillating beauty."

My view calls for a small government and a m n- of large 
Christian character. You here abandon man to the state, 
instead of bringing men to God in Jesus Christ. 
Can you not see the difference? Many of our people do. 

It is love, love of God, that has led me to write to you 
and appeal to > ouin the nameof our Lor d and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.

Martin Luther King, Jr., is posafe^tlriy the leaoj 
the civil rights movement in this country today. He is of 
vital interest to us because of the co:nmunist influences upon 
him. His actions and expressions (both private and public) are 

importance in several different areas, of the Bureau*s 
operations such as relating to the communist Influences in 
racial matters, racial matters generally, civil rights niatters, 
and the like. Because of King's position, we must be, in many 
respects, extremely guarded in our efforts to gain infoi-mation 
concerning King's activities. King frequently travels about 
the country and speaks to public gatherings. Ke often times 
discusses the future plans of hinself and his organization, the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference, It is v;ell, therefore, 
to avail ourselves of the coverage which may bo given King 
through a review of news media sources and through contact with 
established reliable sources. 

We recently received information divulging a series 
of King's appointments for the period 1/20/65 through 6/19/65, 
These Include many public gatherings such as at universities and 
colleges, churches, and the like. We are, therefore, recoTnmending 
a letter to the appropriate offices instructing that they report 
information available from news media and established sources 
concerning King's appearances in their respective territories. 
By receiving letterhead memoranda with such information, we 
are also able to make prompt dissemination to such interested 
other agencies as the Department and the military intelligence.

This action taken pursuant to. an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibita U3e of "IJazi" or "Nationfil Socialisia'* in a Virginia 
c^-arter. This article further pointed out that Rock^vrell^s party is presently 
chartered in the State of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964 a source advised that the ANP-WUFH{S was organized 
by George Lincoln Rockvell at his residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February < 
1959* as an international "IJational Socialist" novonent baaed on the Gzitat. Kazi 
Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred againot the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of litei 
tuT*e and picketing, 'to establish a cohesive and doxinani political party in the 
United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stonr.trooper^s Manual", an official publication of 
the AN?, the phases of ANP struggle for power are fourfold, namely, first "to 
aake ourselves knowi to the masses;" second, "the disseanination of our program 
and the truth about the Party;", third, "organising the people who have been con- 
verted to our propaganda;" and fourth, "the attainment , of power through the votes 
of the newly-won masses i " 

On February 17» 1964, Karl Rogers AUen, Jr., fomer Deputy Natiorial 
Coacaander of the ANP, advised that Georgo Lincoln Rockvell believes that he has 
completed the first two phases in his struggle for power and Is now well into the 
third phase. Allen said, however, in his opirdon, Rockwell has only completed 
phaso one*

On November 26, 1957* a source advlned that the United " 
White Party (UV/P) was organized at a convention held In Knoxvllle, 
Tennesaeo, on November 10, 1957. An article In the Jfovember 26, 
1957j l03ue of the "Greenville Piedmont/' a newspaper of Greenville 
South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party to be known as the United Vflilte Party." Accordins to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently-held meeting in 
Knoxvllle, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. 
Tine UWP vn.\s i^eported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organiKations and individuals," 

The July 1953 issue of "Sie Tiiunderbolt, " self -described 
as the "official racial nationalist organ of the National States 
Rights Party," reported that rank and file "State Rlghters" had 
merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National States 
Rights Party" with national offices at Post Office Box 261, 
Jeffersonville, Indiana.

"twenty- two million Negroes of the United States are engaged in a creative 
battle to end the long niglit of racial injustice." But he was speakii-^g to 
the world, not to an American audience. Those words witliout qualification 
can give a very wrong idea of the American society, and Dr. King did no/: 
cjurilify thcTn: He eiiiplTcisizcd all of the dark nsriects of the rsce question : 
this country, but mentioned the bright spots only casually. 

The European or African would suppose that the Negro in the United St. 
is subjected to the worst kinds of oppression, and that he is fighting un- 
aided for his own improveinent . And that is just the kind of picture that 
\ the Communist radio broadcasts bave been trying to create Cor years. 

What else could Martin Luther King have said? He could have ntentione. 
that it is because the Negro already enjoys so many rights that he has hig!

The miillitiulcs arc awakening and .stirring in 
Africa, Asia, I^rtin America, cvcijwhcic, and the West 
must come to terms with liislory. This docs not mean 
tliat the West must concede tlic fulmc to (he Com- 
Humi.st nations, nor docs it mean that llic West must 
l)c wliolly responsible for blinking instant democracy 
to tlic emerging, underdeveloped countries, bnt the 
West— to survive— must sec the world as it is. 

Senator Goldwatcr rejected the 20th Cciituiy; he 
rejected it abroad and he rejected it at lunnc, and the 
An^crican people, for this reason, rejected Scnato Gold- 
watcr. 

Fear of nuclear war was tlic decisive factor in tbc 
President's huge victory. 'I'lic American people did not 
believe that Goldwatcr would deliberately start a war, 
but they feared that his conception of the world, and 
of America's place in the world relative to the Com- 
munist nations, mij;lit needlessly involve us in war, 
In a nuclear age, this nation wants no part of an 
adventurous, risky and emotional foreign policy. 

The "backlash" failed to develop in any significant 
way, not only because racial demonstrations were post- 
poned during the election to allow the situation to cool 
off, but for n more important reason. Tlie voters, even 
those who may be more or less reactionary on the race 
issue, regarded tlic first priority as peace. Tlicy put 
survival first, and they decided the country iiad a better 
chance of survival with Lyndon Johnson, nithcr than 
Barry Goldwatcr, in the Wliitc House. 

If President John.son received a mandaie, it was a 
mandate for peace. Elected in his own rifjht and with 
the greatest plurality any American President has ever 
bad, he should feel freer in negotiating for continued 
life on this ])lanet with the Soviet Union and wilii Red 
China. Every President .since the beginning of the Cold 
War (including a national military licro) has been 
handicapped in foreign ]v>liry by the snbotcnrN of the 
right wing. Jolnison, with both liouses of Congress two 
(none Denutciaiif, shnnld have a wider ari-.i of freedom 
ill dealing witii the Connnum'st bloc. 

After peace, the grt.1l issue is the Negro revolution. 
Perhaps, the President, being n southerner, has been 
selected by history to bring the South back into the

CJoldwatcr did capture control of tbc machinery ( 
the Republican Party at San I'rancisco; he did get 2 
nnllion votes in a national election, and, althougl 
perhaps only five to seven nn'llion of tlicsc 26 miliio 
Americans arc true Goldwatcr believers, they do rcpr 
srait a force in litis country. No matter liow the elcctio 
cumc out, (he Goldwalcr candidacy, viewed in ceitai 
torms, \s-as .1 di'..T.t<-i for the country. It provided a 
aura of rcspcclabiiity for the far-out far right, and I 
doing so stre:..j;IiCn'.d the right wing. A month bcfo 
the election, Jol!:i f")oj Passos, an old left-winger \vl 
rehabilitated himself into an ultraconscrvativc, wro 
thai cvcTi it-.oriL;h Golciw.iici- loses the election, "il 
capture o;' t!;c n-aciiiiicry of the Republican Party mcai 
that for the f;r.,t time in innny years, tlic basis cxis 
in America:-, poi.'iics for a really ciTcctivc opposition." 

What Dos P;:ssos describes as an "cfTcctivc oppo: 
tion" is as curious a collection of hot-eyed politic 
zealots as tin's country has ever seen. Tiic riglit wing h 
access to moi.cy— which is power— and it has an arroga' 
disregard for democracy and the custoiiiary rules 
democratic process. Despite Goldwater's defeat, the rig' 
wing'.s potential for mischief remains formidable.
